One of the patients, the man 
around whom the picture revolves, 
is a young artist who is in desper- 
ate need of help.

Now if you’d tell someone that 
a picture about what kind of 
drapes a recreation room should 
have would develop into a sus- 
penseful drama without ever leav- 
ing this point of conflict they'd 
probably, say it couldn’t be done. 
It couldn’t be either—by most Hol- 
lywood film makers—but this com- 
bination has done it. 

The cast is excellent—Charles

She makes much of the fact 
that there came to her the though 
“There is no God.” But this id 
occurs to most of us in certain 
moods and certain situations, espe- 
cially when we are in the turmoil 
of adolescence. It is a common 
temptation. She reports it as sin- 
gular and shattering in her case. 

At 16, by a decision largely emo- 
tional, she was only nominally a 
Catholic. She went to Mass to 

lease her beloved father, now in 
ailing health. But she stayed 
away from the Sacraments. 

The theater engrossed her. She 
got to know a number of stage 
people, some of them very fam- 
ous. It was to Broadway that she 
aimed to go, as a playwright. 

Her father’s death set off a crisis 
of grief. She attempted to make 
a sacramental confession, but says 
that a tirade drove her, in fury, 
from the confessional. 

She began writing plays.: Her 
first was held excellent, but she 
could not get a professional pro- 
duction of it, at least in this coun- 
try. She made other attempts. One 
was promised a Broadway show- 
ing, was even tried out on the road. 
It closed at once. She was now a 
hanger-on of the New York thea- 
ter, enchanted by its glamor, asso- 
ciating with its celebrities, always 
hoping to achieve a success, hav- 
ing to fight grimly to exist, 

For years she had nothing to do 
with the Church. She asserts that 
she even forgot how to distinguish 
the parts of the Mass. She went 
sometimes to Protestant services. 
But she was not indifferent to the 
Church. She regarded it as an 


enemy, was scathingly critical of) 


it and of churchmen, took the “lib- 
eral” view in all controverted mat- 
ters. On the Spanish question, for 
example, she who knew absolutely 


nothing of Spain fiercely mouthed | 


the “loyalist” line. 

Her failure and her bleak out- 
look once led her to attempt sui- 
cide. She was to consider it again 
Then illness struck her down, des- 
perately serious illness, and as she 
faced an operation she consented 
to receive the Sacraments. This 
was done, she declares, without 
real faith or contrition. 


Recovery Not Complete 


After the operation it appeared 
that she might fully recover. Re- 
luctantly she kept the promise she 
had made to continue going to 
Mass. But she did it with dis- 
taste and without appreciable ben- 
efit. 

In time, her recovery proved far 
from complete. One grievous and 
torturing complication followed 
another. She became a kind of 
medical exhibit. 3 

Meanwhile, as the tides of suf- 
fering rose and fell, a battle was 
waged within her. Attraction and 
repulsion alternated as her atti- 
tude toward the Church. Now she 
would be drawn to it, now drawn 
away. Now she would accept, now 
reject. Her basic trouble was her 
extreme self-centeredness. 

She had at least subjectively un- 
fortunate experiences with cele- 
brated Catholics, clerics and lay 
people, about whom she makes 
apodictic and merciless comments. 
In another connection, she says 
that for her one of the high points 
of the Gospel is the Saviour’s re- 
buke to those who presume to 
judge others. It is a pity that she 
did not remember it when writ- 
ing this section. This is not to im- 
ply that what she says is wholly 
inaccurate. But it does not accord 
with standards which the author 
demands others live up to. 

Finally there come the pages 
which describe Miss O’Hara’s dully 
beginning the Stations of the Cross 
as she was, in loneliness, confront- 
ed with still more illness. 

At first, the journey around the 
church meant nothing. But grad- 
ually, looking on Christ in the way 
of sorrows, she caught its signifi- 
cance for herself and for the 
world. “My tabernacled Christ 
had ‘claimed me. I was at the heart 
of love. I had been denied, to find

Demands Careful Reading 


It isa book which demands ju- 
| dicious reading. The good in it is 
_considerable, but it has to be re- 
fined from a of bristling 
statements which run the gamut 
from absurdity to outrageousness. 
‘Required of the reader are quali- 
ities not conspicuous in the work 
(of the author: patience and bal- 
‘ance. He must have the ability. to 
sift out the essence of the book: 
a portrait of a soul in a hell of 
its own making 

It would be impossible to list all 
the statements or suggestions 
which are unsound or invidious or 
both. But consider a few exam- 
ples. 

Of watching a priest mount the 
/pulpit: “I made up my mind if 
he made.one remark of an anti. 
Semitic or Fascist nature I’d walk 
out and never come back again.” | 
Even discounting the author’s ten- 
dency to hysteria, there is here an 
implication that such remarks 
might be expected in Catholic ser 
mons. 

“T used the meditations of St. Al- 
phonsus de’ Liguori and. missed 
the implications of the Redemp- 
tion in these archaic, guilt-ridden 
prayers.” A fantastic remark, one 
of many. 

“IT was up against the reality of 
living the Catholic life in a so 
ciety which accepted clerical de- 
cisions without discussion.” The 
decision in question had to do with 
the teaching of doctrine, where 
the authority is, as the Holy Fa- 
ther recently reiterated, the bish- 
op’s and no one else’s. Also on not 
a few points of fact, be it con- 
cerning rubrics or geography or 
whatever, Miss O’Hara is 
whoppingly wrong.

But we man- 
aged to stop that, too, in a quiet

way. 

Finally, the guys from the park 
had enough inaction. Frustrated 
in their attempts to disrupt us, 
they left. Peace reigned again, and 
we were all relieved. 

Later on that evening I discov- 
ered that one of the fellows had 
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_As individuals, these boys are 
likeable, fun-loving, . happy-go- 
lucky fellows with no sinister de- 
Signs on life. They are full of 
boundless energy but restless. 
They are constantly on the move 
from one place to another in 
search of a little excitement to 
break the rather dull routine of 
their lives. And on warm Summer 
evenings, they are more excitable. 


As individuals, these boys have 
no destructive or ¢riminal tenden- 
cies. They are not neurotic mis- 
fits in society nor loners. They 
conform, as individuals, to the usu- 
al teen-age pattern of today so far 
as daily routine goes. Perfunctory 
attendance at school, part-time 
jobs after school and on Satur- 
days, sports, street corners and 
ome to sleep, with a little added 
excitement on weekends. 


It is in gangs where these boys 
become involved in explosive sit- 
uations — street fights, drinking 
bouts, carousing till late hours, 
racing around in hot rods. It is in 
‘gangs—where they can lose their 
individuality and operate accord- 
ing to rules of mob psychology— 
that they react against symbols of 
authority, law and order. It is in 
gangs that they find a kind of im- 
personal, collective release for all 
the ‘restlessness penned up within 
them. In gangs they become mis- 
chievous, bold, arrogant, belliger- 
ent, destructive, rowdy. 


It is the same guy who is in- 
volved with his gang in a street 
fight on Friday night and who yet 
gives his mother a flower and 
takes his baby sister for a walk 
on a Sunday afternoon. It is in- 
deed a paradoxical life of rough- 
ness and innocence, belligerence 
and tenderness. 


In short, it is the teenage gang 
we must turn our attention to if 
we want to solve the problems of 


modern youth.

The Study Of Matrimony 


For Young People 


T is thus essential that adult edu- 
cation should not lose sight of 
the importance of preparing the 
youth for matrimony and for. the 
grave obligations of fathers and 
mothers of families. Before choos- 
ing a life’s work, the young should 
subordinate-their choice of an oc- 
cupation and a place to live to the 
indications of human and Chris- 
tian wisdom, which foresee and 
estimate their spiritual, economic, 
and physical possibilities, and not 
take such an important step with- 
out consideration. Adult educa- 
tion ought to aid and enlighten 
them on the requirements and ob- 
stacles of conjugal life and the es- 
tablishment of a home.

With regard to the father of the 
family, one of his principal func- 
tions undoubtedly consists in pro- 
curing for his wife and children 
the financial means indispensable 
for life. Is he not, however, be- 
fore anything else the enlightened 
and wise guide, made strong by 
his own personal experience, a pru- 
dent.counselor on matters regard- 
ing the important laws of life as 


also the intimate aspirations and|- 


difficulties of his dear ones, to 
whom he gives a spiritual support 
more valuable and more needful 
than material protection? If the 
schools of adult education should 
achieve so much as to initiate their 
pupils properly in the art of edu- 
cation, what inestimable service 


would they not render to the fam- 
ily, to society, and to the Church!

ARENTS who wonder. what 


things they ought to teach 
their children can get some practi- 


cal suggestions from their own 


criticisms and complaints about 
other married people. Even though 
we should not say, “I hope you 
won't grow up to be like so-and- 
so,” we can do something to pre- 
vent it. 


There’s the lumpish, thoughtless 
husband whose only expression of 
love for his wife and children is a 
regular pay check. There’s the 
wife who’s always belittling. Some 
teen-age girls are afraid to kiss 
their own fathers. Many a teen-age 
boy thinks its degrading for a man 
to. bestow any token of endearment 
that is not lustful. A grown-up 
person’s attitude toward love is 
rooted in childhood experiences. 


It is only by understanding the 
sacramentality of family love that 
parents can train their children ‘to 
a right view of sex and marriage. 
Only by seeing family love as a 
part of God’s plan for our holi- 
ness and everlasting happiness can 
parents express their feelings and 
teach their children to give tokens 
of affection with real joy.

His 
importance as a model was first 
—— ‘out by St. John Bosco, 

ominic’s teacher and guide, who 
set down in a book the facts of 
Dominic’s life not long after the 
boy died at the age of fifteen. 

Don Bosco wrote that true reli- 
gion means action, not only words, 
and that he hoped his readers 
would not, on reading Dominic’s 
wonderful life, say, “That is fine!” 
but that they would say in their 
hearts, “If he can do it, why can’t 
I do it too?” 

People find Dominic attractive 
in so many ways. Father Digby in 
New Orleans, has described the 
secret of this young saint in a few 
words. He said: : 

“T have studied and re-studied 
the life of Dominic to find the key 
to his holiness and I believe that 
this is it... When he went to 
school he studied, when he went 
to church he prayed, and when he 
went home he loved his parents, 
and when he heard a command he 
obeyed it. It was as simple as that 
for Dominic Savio.” | 

Father Digby said that the most 
important things. about Dominic 
were his.purity, his dependence on 


the Blessed Virgin, and his devo-|- 


tion to Our Lord in the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

If we read the life of St. Francis 
of Assisi, we won’t be able to imi- 
tate his poverty, Father Digby 
pointed out, and we could never 
hope to be as wise as St. Thomas 
Aquinas, but if we read the life of 
Dominic Savio, there is not a thing 
in which we cannot try to imitate 
ne Like Christ, he did all things 
well.

HIS is the time of the year when 
people become  vacation-con- 
scious and the air is full of warn- 
ings and suggestions as to how to 
guard against various calamitous 
happenings by making certain pre- 
parations. For instance, one of the 
basic warnings issued to those 
about to start on a vacation trip is 
to stop all deliveries of milk, news- 
papers, mail, etc. and to advise the 
laundry-. and cleaner to _ hold 
bundles until their return. 


If you’re a Catholic, there are 
certain other things you have to 
keep in mind when planning a 
vacation. The most important of 
these is that religion doesn’t 
take a vaeation — it’s a 52-week 
matter. You can’t advise anyone 
to hold your religious obligations 
“in abeyance” until your return 
—they. have to be attended to en 
route. Your “spiritual” check 
list must make provision so that 
wherever you go there is an 
opportunity to fulfill your obli- 
gation of attending Mass on Sun- 
days. 


Before starting on your vacation 
trip, it is well to make a mental 
“household check list’ so that you 
don’t forget to turn off lights, lock 
windows and doors and empty and 
turn off the refrigerator. Turn off 
your hot water heater and discon- 
nect the electric heaters. 


Before you start out, make a 
check-list so that you and the 
other members of your family 
have some spiritual aids along.

Allowance program so as to “lead 
the way toward the eventual adop- 
tion of a sound and enlightened 
program of family allowances in 
the United States.” 


He said that after wide travel in 
Canada, he and his wife are “con- 
vinced that Canada’s system of 
family allowances is a wonderful 
boon not only for the children of 
Canada but for all Canadians.” 


IN A SPEECH prepared for de- 
livery on the Senate floor in con- 
nection with his resolution provid- 
ing for a study of the Canadian 
system, the freshman Senator from 
Oregon said that the U.S, should 
make monthly benefits available to 
all its children, and not only to 
those of families which are in 
need. “Family allowances should 
be paid as a matter of right and 
not because of poverty,” he said. 


Senator Neuberger told his 
colleagues that in Canada, pay- 
ments ranging from five dollars 
for children under six to eight 
dollars for children from 13 to 
16, are made every month to ail 
Canadian mothers. No “means” 
test decides which youngsters 
shall receive the benefits, he 
said, so they are universal and 
have “no stigma” attached. 

(The Senator’s proposal is simi- 


lar to requests made repeatedly by 
the U.S. National Catholic Family | 
Life Conference. At its 1953 con- 
vention in Philadelphia; for’ in-) 
stance, the Family Life Confer- | 
ence went on record as asking for | 
passage of a Family Allowance Act 
to alleviate “many of the serious 
hardships that still beset large 
numbers of American families.” 

(The first comprehensive fam- 
ily allowance legislation was put 
into effect in Australia in 1920. 
The United States recognized the 
need for some. kind of family aid 
when it began giving substantial 
cash assistance for the dependents 
of enlisted military personnel—a 
program which had its biggest im- 
pact during World War II.) 


Senator Neuberger noted that 
Canadian law merely requires 
the allowances to be used for 
“the health and welfare of the 
child.” He said Dominion offi- 
cials have assured him the funds 
are “so spent.” In the United 
States, he said, the checks would 
go each month to the mothers of 
America, adding: “I believe 
abuses would be few and far be- 
tween, in such a situation.” 


Recognizing the argument that | 
families should be helped through 
higher income-tax exemptions for 
children rather than by allowanc- 
es, the legislator said such exemp- 
tions “would prove of relatively 
little help to those who need assis- 
tance the most—-the families in the 
lower-income brackets who already 
pay only meager or no income tax- 
es because of the skimpiness of 
their incomes.” 

He said also that while a cut in 
taxes puts no compulsion on the 
family to concentrate the increased 
income on items of special value to 
the children, family § allowance 
checks are given with the express 
understanding that the mother is 
to spend them for the “health and 
welfare” of the child. “Practically 
all mothers heed this stipulation,” 
he said. 

In this connection, Senator Neu 
berger cited a study made in 1951 
by Laval University in Quebec. It) 
showed, he said, that the allow.) 
ances were being used most fre 
quently for these purposes: 1) chil- 
dean's clothing; 2) insurance polic- 
ies. for children; 3) medical care 
and medicines for children: 4) 
more nutritious food for children; 
5) children’s saving accounts in 
banks; 6) toys for children.

Washington —(NC)— The Post 
Office Department has told a Sen- 
ate Committee that the “steadily 
growing” volume of obscene mat- 
ter in the mails is “a menace to 
public morals, both adult and ju- 
venile” but that defects in the law 
are “a great obstacle” to depart- 
ment efforts to clamp down. 


William C. O’Brien, assistant so- 
licitor of the department's fraud 
and mailability division, said that 
convictions under criminal provi- 
sions of the Postal Law “have not 
proven to be significantly deter-. 
rent to the growing volume and 
worsening character of traffic, in 
obscene matter, nor have such con- 
victions prevented purveyors of 
pornography from circularizing 
and selling to children.” 


TESTIFYING before the Senate 
subcommittee on Juvenile Delin- 
quency, the Post Office Department 
spokesman said criminal law en- 


forcement is only “a limited de-

@ Here, at Purdue University, is one of the most dra 
matic “laboratories” in Indiana. 

Known as a network analyzer, it is used by Public 
Service Company and other electric companies’ engineers 
to study power flows on transmission’ systems under 
varying conditions, and to plan in advance how best to

The network analyzer was set up a number of years 
ago aS a cooperative activity, with Purdue providing 
the space and a small part of the original cost of the 
equipment, and electric companies paying for the re- 
maining cost.

But we are told that education should 
be without moral preoccupations in a sec- 
ular democracy; that, at most, our modern 


Btate can tolerate only a purely: secular 


ethic; that no moral teaching in our secular 
schools can include elements or sanctions 
taught by the three thousand years of re- 
ligious revelation which are behind all our 
social values and our democratic institu« 
tions. 


Religion has not merely been depart- 
mentalized in the educational system of our 
secular society—that would be evil enough, 
But religion actually is proscribed, ruled 
out, as being without reference to the per- 
sonal ends of social objectives of modern 
education. Yet, if our reasoning be cor- 
rect, religions, or at the very least, reli- 
gious morality, is indispensable to the very 
notion of modern education. There is no 
adequate morality without religious values; 
without morality there is no truly human 
action. Human action embraces all living— 
and education, we are told, should govern 
living. Education should be for life. 


But in the same breath we are told that 
education should ‘be purely secular, that it 
should be non-religious. What to do? 


Courses in religion are no cure. The fact 
that they are courses, optional among the 
other courses, suggest to the student that 
religion is an optional and academic inter- 
est no more important than meteorology 
or the 18th-century novel. The student in- 
fers that religion is a kind of ornament, all 
right if you have time and taste for that 
kind of thing, but otherwise unimportant. 


Courses in religion, especially if taught 
by someone with deep religious fervor, are, 
of course, helpful—but they: are only part 
of the total religious emphasis needed to 
revitalize a civilization which has learned 
the hedoni@tic ethic of John Stuart Mull, 
but not the ethic of Jesus Christ: which has 
been taught physical exercises, but not the 
spiritual exercises of St. Ignatius, for "eX 
ample. 


Too generally, we have taught Browning, 
but ignored the faith without’ which he

All of 
them were reading. But the reading matter was hardly 
likely to add to their cultural or moral training. It 
consisted of all the crime, confession, sex, and horror 
comic magazines that the train butcher could supply. 

Those youngsters are the youth of today, youth 
that are faced all too frequently with careless parents, 
a warped code of morality, and a pagan chant rivalling 
the days of ancient Rome—“live by the flesh, know no 
God, and be willing to prostitute anyone and anything 
so long as self is completely satisfied.” 

These youth will be our country tomorrow. They 
are the parents of another year. From them must 
come the defenders of our democracy. 

Much of the waywardness of our youth is due,to 

the indecent literature that is flaunted before them, 
the degrading movies that are shown for their benefit. 
These are frequently the downfall of our youth and 
they are produced by adults, dedicated to the worship 
of the almighty dollar. 

I have been identified with thousands of sterling 
young gentlemen in the service. I believe that our 
young people are among the finest. I also believe and 
sadly admit that they all too frequently lack discipline 
and religion. 

Progressive education has taken its toll. The child 
is allowed to do as he pleases lest he suffer some in- 
hibition in the future. Everyone thrills at the boys of

Berwezn July 1, 1945 and 
January 1, 1954 our Government 
had given a total of $595,612,000 
to Tito’s Yugoslavia. Tito is and 
always has been a Communist. He 
makes no bones about it. He keeps 
Cardinal Stepinac in prison and 
enforces repressive measures 
against Yugoslay Catholics. This 
means that some 32.5 million Cath- 
olics in this country are placed 
in the intolerable position of con- 
tributing funds in taxes for the 
persecution of our co-religionists 
in Yugoslavia.

A ine have always been bad 
boys and girls ever since the day 
that Cain killed Abel. But there 
have never before been so many 
boys and girls, good and bad, nor 
has there ever before been such 
facility of communication and pub. 

There are now about 165 
million of us Americans elbowing 
one another. The law of averages 
dictates a corresponding increase 
in crime among young and old. If 
out of a total of 80 million Ameri- 
cans there were half a million ju- 
venile delinquents, it’s reasonable 
to suppose that 165 million would 
produce at least twice as many 
juvenile delinquents.

It only detracts from 
the importance of the child whose 
First Communion it really is. What 
about the child of the mixed mar- 
riage?

The Sisters work 
so hard to train the child perfectly 
for the day .as we've known it, 
won't they interpret such a change 
as criticism?” 

Our pastor sees First Commun- 
ion with the family as benefiting 
the First Communicants them- 
selves, the family, the parish and 
society.as a whole. 


It Benefits The Child 


The First Communicant benefits 
both spiritually and psychologi- 
cally. He is more directly confront- 
ed with the meaning of the Sacra- 
ment itself when it is received 
within the family group — a group 
to which he most intimately be- 
longs. He is most “at home” in 
this group. His being with the 
family group is so normal as to 
make him completely unconscious 
of the grouping. The mind and 
the heart of the child are left 
free from outside distractions.

It describes 
a community dance which, how- 
ever, bears no resemblance to our 
own. The dancers form in one 
long line, the older people in the 
middle, and the younger ones at 
either end, On one evening the 
men begin their dance, and on 
the next the women put on theirs. 
They practice during the day and 
perform at night — sometimes 
until dawn. , 


Blazing Coconut Shells 
For Foot Lights 


The. setting for these dances 
sounds glorious indeed. The island 
people build blazing bonfires of 
coconut shells. The blaze lights up 
the tall, graceful palm trees all 
about, while far above is a cres- 


cent moon shining from the Clear, 


tropical sky. 


This is their entertainment 
(much as we have the movies), 
and young and. old take part. 


Father Cosgrove described how 
toward either end of the line 
there are some extremely young 


children, small girls in the wo- 
men’s dance wearing little grass 
skirts, and little boys in the men’s 
dance with faces painted. red and 
yellow like their fathers and older 
brothers. Perhaps some old patri- 
arch sits outside the line to coach 
the dances with the traditional 
chant. 


Father Cosgrove interprets these 
activities for us and explains their 
wise guidance of children. He 
writes: | 


“You can see the children at 
the end of the line looking from 
the corner of their eyes for a cue 
from some older person toward 
the center; it is difficult for the 
little children to keep up with the 
elaborately 
of the adult dancers. But the im- 
portant thing.is that nothing be- 
yond their years is expected of 
them. They do their best. without 
any fear of being scolded. When 
they get out of step the. older 
ones laugh. And if they fall asleep 
as the night draws on someone

Cooperation 
NOT Competition 


“This is only one example of 
how children are brought up, and 
is part of the explanation of why 
native children do not play with 
dolls. The children are very well 
adjusted, enjoying themselves, but 
quietly. They.are always on the 
scene but are never in the way. 
They never “show off” because 
there is no need to, and they are 
never pushed out of the way. I 
have never seen them fighting. 
This is one result of an education 
where children are not pitted 
against one another. With us even 
children’s games are competitive, 
and this brings out one of the 
biggest contrasts between our way 
of living and theirs. Their work 
and: play is. based on. cooperation 
not on competition. Success does 
not mean beating the other fellow. 
There is no keeping up with the 
“Joneses,” and so they do not suf- 
fer from any of the tensions which 
come from such an attitude. You 
have to live among these good 
people to see how things work 
out — sight seeing is not enough.”

They neither minimize nor 
evade. 


They put marriage, seemingly so 
exclusively personal, in its social 
setting. At the same time,. their 
every observation is charged with 
reverence. They never forget, nor 
do they le the reader forget, that 
what they are dealing with has 
special sacredness, that it has a 
constant relevance to God, His will, 
His grace. 

Take, for example, the matter of 
sex education. Their suggestions 
are eminently sensible and mani- 
festly workable. Indeed, they de- 
tail a shrewdly planned and very 
successful experiment which might 
well be taken as a model almost 
anywhere. But they keep insisting 
on the context: membership in the 
Mystical Body of Christ. They 
keep in focus “the distinction be- 
tween imparting biology and in- 
structing them as members of the 
Mystical Body.” 

Nor is the book for Catholics 
only.. Anyone interested in Chris- 
tian Marriage can learn from it. 
For example, the source and force 
of the moral law are cogently set 
forth. The logic of its requirements 
where sex and marriage are con- 
cerned, is demonstrated, as well as 
the sometimes overlooked fact that 
it binds all human beings, not just 
Christians. Thus, the morality of 
pre-marital sexuality, adultery, 
contraception, and abortion is both 
lucidly and persuasively expressed, 
so much. so that one can hardly 
image even the most prejudiced 
person’s not being impressed. 
Further, the thesis that good mor- 
als make good medicine is proved 
beyond challenge. 

Dr. Ryan’s chapters are exhaus- 
tive and informative. He speaks 
somewhere of his 25 years of mar- 
riage counseling. It is plain that 
he has, in that period, met every 
sort of person and problem, and 
has never stopped studying, re- 
flecting, and praying that he might 
the better assist those consulting 
him. In consequence, he has the 
answers and, in addition, an atti- 
tude wholly realistic and profound- 
ly Christian which commands 
great respect and confidence. 

What Father Keenan says of the 
theology of marriage is appealingly 
unhackneyed. He has searched and 
meditated all that the Scriptures 
have to say of it. Thus, he-has 
gone beyond the much mooted 
Gospel text which is sometimes in- 
terpreted as meaning that Our 
Lord would permit divorce, to 
show that “He is in effect saying 
that no man may divorce his wife 
unless it be a case of false mar- 
riage.” His depiction of marriage 
as God would have it, and as He

Popularly Styled 


Less encyclopedic is Love 
For a Lifetime by Fathers Edward 
and Paul Hayes . (Society of St. 
Paul, Staten Island, 14, New York, 
$2.50). 


In this popularly styled text are 
brought together striking com- 
ments on every phase of marriage 
and family life. Most of the con- 
tents have been written by the 
two priests whose names appear 
on the title page. But there is 
also a long essay by Ruth W. Reilly 
describing the Christianizing of 
family life in her own home. And 
a lengthy chapter comprises ex-| 
cerpts from teen-agers’ remarks 
about their predicaments and as- 
pirations. | 


The troubles besetting modern 
marriage, and the Christian an- 
swers to them, are briefly and col- 
loquially run through. Notable are 
the apt and unusual quotations 
found in this part of the book. 
Thus, from Will Durant, “I too 
worked for this _ birth-control 
movement; preached it, shouted it 
almost from the housetops shame- 
lessly: and today I see America 
... dying from the top because 
we won so thoroughly. We have 
solved one problem and have cre- 
ated another that is immeasurably 
profounder.” This may mean no 
more than that Mr. Durant feels 
the- wrong people have practiced 
contraception (the so-called qual- 
ity instead of the masses). But at 
any rate ‘t indicates that a propa- 
gandist for the alleged. panacea 
now sees it as decidedly imperfect. 


Fathers and mothers, it appears, 
will profit most from this volume. 
It suggests a wealth of ways by 
which to make the atmosphere of 
the home genuinely and affecting- 
ly Christian. Also, it lets teen-ag- 
ers speak what is in their hearts. 
This is sometimes murky and self- 
contradictory, but it offers a key 
to their preoccupations and a hint 
as to how they might be approach- 
ed and directed.
